REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art made of 
record fails to explicitly disclose or reasonably suggest a liquid crystal display device that 
satisfies the claimed distance equations and wherein the gap distances are set to minimize the 
brightness ratio at a viewing angle of 60 degrees to the right. Therefore claims 1 and 7 are 
allowed. Remaining claims are allowable by virtue of dependency.
